Higher sales tax suggested 

State legislative plan to aid higher education 



BOISE (UPl) - An interim 
legislative committee studying ways 
of financing higher education re- 
commended Thursday an increase in 
the sales tax, should the need for 
additional revenue arise. 

The vole' came after Legislative 
Council staff presented several pro- 
posals to raise the sales tax to 4. 5 or G 
percent and eliminate all sales lax 
exemptions. The presentation was 
requested by committee Chairman 
Rep. Dan Kelly, R-Mountain Home. 

Another proposal would set aside 1 
percent of sales tax collections to pay 
off debts incurred to present by 
Idaho's three public universities and 
college, 

Tbe measure would raise about 
million the first year, enough to elim- 
inate the M million state higher 
education Institutions owe for con- 
struction of buildings on their cam- 
puses. 

Kelly said after the current building 
Indebtedness was paid off, student 
fees for construction also could be 
eliminated. 
" "This leaves a clear cut line of what 
you can do with tuition," Kelly said. 

The committee voted Wednesday to 



send a bill to the ]9tl2 Legislature 
calling for a public referendum on the 
issue of-charglng Idaboans tuition at 
the state universities and college. 

Under Idaho law.' unlversilics and 
colleges may charge fees for non- 
academic purposes but may not re- 
quire students to pay directly for 
educational programs. 

Sen. Edith Miller Klein. R-Bolse, 
moved the committee make no rec- 
ommendations to increase taxes to 
finance higher education. She said the 
committee did not have sufficient 
information of how much, if any, 
additional revenue would be needed 
for fiscal 1983, 

Mrs. Klein said'she was "not sure" 
increasing sales taxes "was Ihe best 
way to raise revenue" because of the 
effect of the nation's poor economy 
and Inflation upon taxpayers and 
businesses. However, she said it was 
"the easiest way to go," 

But Rep. Kitty Gumsey, R-Bolse, 
said the committee should decide 
whether the state's education system 
should be continued at present levels, 
and if so, it should "back it up" by 
providing adequate funding for the 
programs. 



However, Sen. David Little, R- 
Emmett, said the committee should 
recommend cutbacks in liigher edu- 
cation. 

"I think we've made mistakes In 
Idaho in the past," Little said. "We 
have too much. We're just going to 
.have to cut dowii." 

He said the committee stiould an- 
swer the question "what can we do to 
improve education without spending 
more and more money? " 

Kelly disagreed, saying the 
Legislature also must look forward to 
providing for the needs of Idaho 
students 20 years from now. 

Rep. Lawrence Knlgge, R-Fller, 
opposed any tax increases at all. 

"I, at this time, am not ready to 
support any kind of a tax increase," 
Knigge said. "As far as closing 
schools down, once you start a pro- 
gram it's politically impossible to 
terminate it." 

He said additional revenue stiouId 
be made up by the students and 
communities who uso the universities 
and college. 

Mrs. Klein said the committee's 
tuition recommendation "opened one 
door" to providing supplemeatal 
funds forhlgher education.

And the opposition to Reagan's 
plans to abolish two Cabinet depart- 
ments was bipartisan. 
—Sen .-Finance-Committee chairman 
Bob Dole, R-Kan., said, "It's going to 
be tough" to give the president the 
budget cuts he outlined in a 27-minutc 
nationally televised address. 

"No one Is enthusiastic about facing 
up to additional budget cuts," .said 
Dole, who helped steer the recent lax 
cut and farm bills through Congress. 
"We wiirbe Very slow lo culTurlher 
-into ttw nutrition and social program- 
areas." 

Dole and assistant Republican 
leader Ted Stevens of Alaska said 
defense probably will be the target of 
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deeper cuts than the president pro- 
-posed, 

Stevens said It would bo "very 
difficult" to cut most federal pro- 
grams by an additional 12 percent as 
the president suggested while pro- 
posing that defensespending be cut by ' 
lust2pcrccnl. 

Stevens also speculated that Con- 
gress would cut defense spending 
much more than the $2 billion (he 
president agreed lo slice from the 
military budget - perhaps up to $4 
billion toss billion. 

"I think it can be done," he said of 
the president's latest bud get-cut ling 
plan, "but not specifically the way he 
wants." 

Liberal Democrats blasted Heagan 
f or sl ashing social programs while 
proposing to cut Pentagon spending 
by a smaller amount: — — 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass,, 
said Reagan "offered a simplistic 
fixed percentage cut across the board 
In discretionary domestic programs. 



"So much for their talk of measur- 
-ing-program-effectlvenesft-and-pr»- 
serving the social safety net. All 
programs are to be slashed, regard- 
less of their worth, and the social 
safely net will soon be more boles 
than net." 

Sen. Howard Mctzcnbaum, DOhlo, 
called Reagan's proposals "dis- 
criminatory , . . deliberately cutting 
jnto programs that serve the elderly, 
"the kids and the poor of this country." 

And Sen. Bill Bradley, D-N.J.. said. 
"Tlic president has gone too far In 
cutting the non-defense portion^ of the 
budget ... and the American people 
are going lo say 'enough is enough.'" 

Sen. Max Baucus. D-Mont., said 
Reagan "has got a problem," and 
Senate Democratic leader Alan 
Cranston of'Califomia said, "Plainly 
"his Gconomlcprogramwill notwork.^'— 

But House Republican leader Bob 
Michel said he was "prepared to meet 
the challenge" of reducing gov- 
ernment costs even further. 



Inflation rate remains 
at double-digit mark 



WASHINGTQN (UPl) - Consumer 
price Inflation stayed in double digits 
for August — up 10.6 percent annually - 
— with a jump in housing costs 
leading the way. the government re- 
ported Thursday. 

The "market basket" of goods and 
services usod for comparison by the 
Labor Department grew 0,8 percent 
more expensive in August, with medi- 
cal care and food costs helping lo spur 
the rise. All figures reported were 
seasonally adjusted. 

Although last month's rise was 
gentle compared to July's I5,2 percent 
,f^ni l "' i gmwthr thf; .Increase was 
notably worse than several previous 
months. Those happier figures pro- 
mpted one administration spokesman 
to declare in May, "Double digit 
Inflation as a phenomenon Is behind 
us." " 

Despite the new figures, Jerry 
Jordan — a member of President 
Reagan's Council of Economic 
Advisers - told Congress" Thursday, 
"Wc think we arc on couree and that 
inflation will decline further by 1 or 2 
percentage points in 19S2." 

Jordan said the administration still 
expect^ the total 1981 consumer price 
increase to hang ]^sl below dpuble

I^st year, the cost of living went up 
-12,-t percent. So far this year, the 
Labor E>epartmcnt said, actual per- 
formance indicates an annual Infla- 
tion rateof9.6percent. 

The August accounting also showed 
the medlcarcare ■tndex-zoomlng'up-' 
ward, while food price Increases were 
fairly strong and energy costs hardly 
changed. 

But the various costs associated 
with housing — especially record - 
mortgage Interest rates and rent - 
accounted for 54 percent of the entire 
monthly change, department analysis 
said.' ■ ■ - 

The' Consumer Price Index for 
August was 276,5, which meant goods 
and services that cost 1100 in 1967 had j 
gone up to $276.50. 

Medical care turned In an eighth 
consecutive month of large Increases, 
with August up 1.3 percent, the same 
amount as July. Hospital rooms were 
2.2 percent more expensive In August 

alone, an-flilaual rato of Incrcasc ol 

around 26 percent. 

Food prices were up 0.7 percent for i 
the month, slightly less than July'sO.B i 
percent, but more than any other I 
month this year. j

And now, as it turns out,' even MX may not be 
enough. The military is suggesting that another 
anti-ballistic missile system might have to be put in 
place to protect the MX system.

Strategists are not even sure how long MX will 
■retain its strategic gain or importance. Some indicate 
that once the Soviets figure out how to target ihc 
land-based, "shell-game" concept of MX. it loses its 
primary element of surviving a massive nuclear 
attack.

How much stronger could the U.S. military be if the

Because of its cost, and the uncertainty of its 
effectiveness, Reagan would be well advised to scrap

Task force on crime makes some positive proposals

Wc have grown numb to them: one 
murder every Zi minutes, one forcible 
rape every six minutes, one nibl>cry_ 
every 5R seconds. The mind's oyc 
turns away: it will not look at the 
fearful reality. 

Yel violent crime In the United 
states is indeed a fearful reality. We 
'iiink of ourselves as a free peopic 
living In a free society, but in eve.-y 
n'lajorcityin the nation oiir people ore 
not free. They are held hostage by 
criminals, most of them young punks, 
most of them hopped up on drugs 
Late at niglit. and often in broad 
dayllglit, w'c listen uneasily for the 
pursuing footstep. 



What can be done about it? l-ast 
month the Attorney General's Task 
Force on Violent Crime brought in a 
report containing 64 specific recom- 
mendations. Ttic proposals make 
sense, ..Except for.. one grant-in-aid 
program, intended to assist the states 
in building more prisons, the report 
does not ask for legislative appropria- 
tions. It asks only for legislative will, 

I^t me deal here with two recom- 
mendations only. One has to do with 
handguns, the other - with bail. In 
order to act in these areas. Congress 
must stand up to the gun lobby in the 
one case, and it must fend oft the 
bleeding hearts in the other. This is 
whal is meant by legislative will 

Handguns figured in half of all 
murders last year, and in 40 percent 



of Ihe robberies. Wc have laws — 
hundreds of laws - iniended lo con- 
trol the sale and lo pi^nish Ihc use of 
handguns, but ihi' laws are often 
contradictory and their enforcement 
..is. inconsistent. Congress has power, 
under the Commerce Clause, to enact 
a few laws of national scope - laws 
with teeth in Ihem. 

For one example, federal law now 
permits, but does not retjuirc, 'he 
imposition of an additional on:- to 
lO-ycar sentence for use of a firearm 
In the commission of a federal felony. 
The task force urges that the statute 
be made mandatory. "Further, the 
power to impose Ihis sentence should 
nol bo vitiated by any opportunities on 
the pari of prosecutors to circumvent 
it llirough the use of plea bargaining. 



charge reduction, or other methods." 

The (ask force also calls tor an 
amendment to the Gun Control Act of 
1968 that would require a waiting 
period before completion of a 
lircarms sale. The period would 
permit a tighter check on purchasers, 
the better to keep weapons out of (he 
hands of criminals and lunatics. 

Under present law, the Importation 
of certain conccalablc hamlguns Is 
prohibited — but Ihe act is flawed by 
an intolerable omission: The act does 
not prohibit the Importation of the 
unassembled parts of such guns. The 
task force u-ould close Ihe loophole. 

Th^ and other recommendations 
on firearms are moderate, realistic 
and sensible. They would Impose no 
burden whatever upon resptHisible, 



law-abiding citizens. Only the most 
paranoid members of the gun lobby 
couJd oppose them — and surely 
Congress can find the backbone to 
overcome their objecllons. 

The recommendations on ball also 
arc sound. Under present law. judges 
must release a suspect on ball unless 
there is convincing evidence to in- 
dicate that the suspect will fall to 
^w up for trial. Nothing else mat- 
terB. The task force remarks that 
jfeople have never_been able to un- 
derstand why the law permits the 
release of manifestly dangerous crim- 
inals "not only before trial but even 
after conviction while awaitlpfTsen- 
fence." tlie present Ball Reform Act 
should, be amended to give Judges 
greater discretion. 



"It is obvious," says the report. 
"tUai there arc ilefendanls as to 
Wiwm no conditions of release will 
reasonably assure Ihe safely ;of 
particular persons or the community, 
With respect to such defendants, the 
courts must be given the authority lo 
deny ball." 

When the proposal w;is advanced 
last month, spokesmen tor the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union wept tears 
of anguish. How could ttie "dangcr- 
Qusncss" of a defendant tx> assessed? 
The common-sense answer Is lo let 
Judges use their common sense. And, 
Indeed, this Is'lhe short-lerm, Im- 
mediate answer lo many of the pro- 
blems of violent crime. Let us cut 
Hinugh Uie blubber and put Ihe punks 
behind bars.

NEW YORK - A scries of 
polymer plastic batteries could be 
the long-awaited bireakthrough to 
replace lead acid storage -tiai-- 
terlcs. 

In-addition, it could even replace 
many types of primary batteries, 
Ihe C&D battery division of Allied 
Corp. said Thursday. 

Company officials told a new' 
conference the lechnoloRy, devel- 
opfQ by lis own scientists and 
scientists of the University of 
Pennsylvania,- Indicated the 
plastic batteries have the potential 
of producing thr^ times Iho powcu.

The debul - "Willie Slark." by Ihe 
Houston ;Grand Opera in association' 
wilh (lie John F. Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts — is set for B 
pTmTFEDTFMondayp=and'Ilke=IhG= 
legendary Warbucks, Stamas Isn't the 
least bit ashamed of his corporation's 
wealth or its part.'in bringing the 
opera to the public. 

But-T^-ith-the-Reagan-administra'- 
tlon's budget axe already hacking 
away at PBS's traditional . gov- 
ernment support, Stamas said even 
Jhejichesl.corpo;'allons are not In a 
position lopick up all the slack, 
■ "I would say very strongly that I 
don't' believe these budget cuts for 
public television can be made up by 
increased corporate support." he 
said. "I certainly encourage corpora- 
tions to do more, and we're certainly 
straining to do a bit rnorc each year.

Staraas-sald -ExxoQ_alonc_has_ 
poured between 535 million and HO 
million into PBS, but that the service 
is going lo have to Start acting like a 
business if it is to survive. 
"I believe it's going to have to look

to have to find more innovative-ways 
to do programing — they're already 
looking at collaboration with cable, 
and they're looking at collaboration 
between stations to avoid duplication 
and toobtaineconomlcs.

"People In a progressively run ' 
corporation recognize thatwe have to 
put something back into the commu- 
nity beyond producing goods and 
services. So it's a basic philosophical 
thing that ip the long term a corpor- 
tlon should be doing." 

He said If undentritlng were as 

effective as_ advertising. PBS might 

find itself al least with less trouble 
than it has. 

"If you look at this as advertising, 11 
won't sell," he said. "If a corporation . 
approaches an investment In public 
-■television- underwriting that- way,- it 
will be clear thai one doesn't-gct 

_enouRh out of It to ji^fyihat as an 

advertising expenditure. 

"I think the real answer for public 
television is to enlist' more corpora- 
tions, and that's going to be hard,"

The Pinon Pine: 
A Natural and Cultural History 

by Ronald Lanncr 
( University of Nevada, $8.50) 

Public rangeland users will disagree with bis 
conclusions, but Ronald Lanncr has written a 
culmination of scientific knowledge and folklore 
regarding the lowly plnon pine. 

Lanner argues convincingly that range man- 
agement practices in the West arc eradicating a 
potentlBlly important source of vegetotile oil and 
protein for humans and a source of-susfenance 
for wildlife. 

The small, hardy pinon (pronounced pin'yuni 
provides food for dozens of desert birds and 
mammals, It also was a major food source for 
Great Basin Indian tribes, and it sustained more 
than one party of lost explorers and pioneers. 

One of the tl pinon species, the edulia or 
Colorado, compares- favorably with beefsteak 
for usable protein and with chocolate for food 
energy. Nuts from the Colorado plnon are 
approximately 14-percent protein, G8-pcrcent fat 
and ly-pcrcentcartwhydrate. 

For (hose wh(> want lo get right to the meat of 
Ihe matter, tanner's book provides tips by his 
wife, lIarricttc; on gathering ptnc' nuts, as well 
as recipes collected from (our continents. 

The singldcaf pinon, found in southern Cassia 
County, northeastern Utah and throughout 
Nevada. Is the starchiest — M percent - of Ihe 
11 and among the lowest In protein with lO 
percent. 

Pine nuts from singleleaf plnons found near 
access roads south of Almo and Malta nonetlic- 
less arc snapped up early each year by gatherers 
in .southern Idaho and northern Utah, according 
to public land managers. 

Joe Durfee. a range technician for the Burley 
Bureau of Land Managennent District, said he 
recommends that gatherers go In October and 



shake pinon trees, with groundctoths placed 
strategically below iiiem. He conmled. howev- 
er, that many pfnon fanciers beat the rush by 
pulling green cones down from trees with hooks. 
• Doug Rcid, a U.S. Forest Service ranger in 
Burley, said thai most o[ [he pinon In Idaho is 
found in the vicinity of Almo and the Cassia City 
o( Rocks, although scattered stands also arc 
found on Ihe north side of the forest's Raft River 
Dl^-sion. 

Rcid, a veteran pine nul gatherer, rccom- - 
mended thai novices brinR old clothes and 
rubber kilchcn gloves. Sap from Ihe trees docs 
not come olf easily, he explained. He also urged 
gatherers to determine land ownership and 
obtain permission from ranchers, who often ask 
only that gales be recloscd and proponv re- 
spected. 

Pine nut golhcrcra who head for Nevada will 
find less compcililon. but the most plentiful sites 
are all south of Interstate 80. according to .Skip 
Ritlcr, an Elko BLM District forester. 

The plnon pine figures prominently in Ihe 
history of the West. Lanner writes. Major John 
Charies Fremont Is said to have survived a 
winter In SierraTJevada m I844 by purchasing 
slngleleaf pine nuts from Ihe Washo Indians. A 
rescue learn sent by the Donncr-Rec d party of 
CallforTlt3TFintgrfinIs"ifrn)4raTsolii"diniaIned its " 
strength on pinon nuts, 

The demise of vast stretches o( pinon began 
with the need for charcoal to fuel Ihe Nevada 
mining boom, Lanncr contends. Proliferation of 
coal-fired power plants in the Southwest may 
further be eroding woodlands with sulfur dioxide 
fumes. 

Rangeland conversion of brush to grasses tor 
cattle still frequently is conduclcd without re- 
gard for the biological balance that existed 
previoLLsly, he argues. Turn-iiMhe-century pho- 



tographs that seem lo indicate rangelands de- 
void of brush may simply record slopes "already 
stripped for lumt)er. posts, firewood and other 
_neces^ticsof early rural J[fe." he writes^ 

Lanncr' describes in delall" ihe" symbiolic " 
relationship between the pinon jay and its host. 
Desert pines provide a food rich In fal and 
protein that can be stored for long periods. A thin 
. membrane inside the cones holds them In place 
for a time after ripening. Dark vs. light color- 
ation tells the birds which shells arc filled and 
which arc empty. 

Since pinon nuts are heavy and carry no wings 
for propagation, the Jay reciprocates by. dis- 
tributing seeds in a wider area, 

Harricltc Lanncr's tips on gathering and using 
pine nuts include allowing plenty of vinti;..;iDa 
for green nuts and two different theories on 
roasting. An hour or two at low heat (250 
degrees) Is probably best, sfie contends, for nuts 
wllh an undclcnrmed moisture content. 

Mrs. Lanncr's pinon reclples range (rom 
salads siid salad dirssing to ma'in courses such 
as Halibut Genoa and deserts, including pine-nut 
.(orte.

Never. I.ynn says, put the stringer 
through the gills of the fish, Put ll_ 
through the membrane right befiind 
the lower Jaw. Pul the point of the 
stringer wilh the point down, inside 
the mouth, so the fish can swim 
upright. If the fish ends upside down 
in Ihewatcryou have done it uTong.
